ANDERSON said if the Department of Justice thinks 
what he has done is a violation of law then PEARSON and 
ANDERSON can prove that Senators DODD, MC CLELLAN, WILLIAMS, 
EASTLAND and Congressmen BROOKS and MOSS have received 
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unauthorized documents in the same manner as PEARSON and 
ANDERSON, 

ANDERSON said he wants a showdown with the Justice 
Department,, He said the FBI should expedite the investigation 
and the Justice Department should immediately present the 
facts to a Grand Jury so an early showdown can be had, 

ANDERSON said he and PEARSON have been singled out 
for investigation of a widely used practice of gathering 
information by BresiJent JOHNSON and Attorney General 
KATZENBACK because Senator DODD is a personal friend of the 
President, He said if the President wants it this way "we

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ANDERSON said there was something which he wanted 
to be on record,: 

(1) ANDERSON said "we" (he and his sources) have 
evidence that Senator DODD is guilty of violations of at 
least three Federal laws* It took painstaking work over a 
period of many weeks on the part of ANDERSON to develop 
this information, including interviews by ANDERSON with 
JULIUS KLEIN and numerous persons who had worked for Senator 
DODD, ANDERSON said he was able to get seven or eight 
persons to agree to talk about what they knew — these 
persons have first-hand knowledge of the violations on the 
part of DODD, and they are willing to be interviewed .by 

the FBI, to testify before a Federal Grand Jury, and to 
testify in court. 

ANDERSON said these persons were initially afraid 
to come to the FBI with the information; they had felt that 
,f the FBI was not secure, " in that they believed DODD, a 
former FBI Agent, was very friendly ai^d close in his relations 
with the FBI. ANDERSON said he subsequently persuaded 
these people they were wrong and they agreed to answer 
questions under oath, without taking the Fifth Amendment. 
Then the FBI went around and asked these sources about the 
alleged theft of documents. ANDERSON said the effect of 
this, whether it was intended or not, was to intimidate 
these persons. One of them has since told ANDERSON that 
he will not now talk, that "Senator DODD is part of the 
establishment and you can't beat the establishment ." ANDERSON 
said he could only conclude that the result of the FBI 
inquiries concerning the alleged theft was that they had 
scared off one witness and intimidated others who were 
willing to testify. 

(2) The accepting at face value of Senator DODD' s 
repeated statements concerning "stolen documents" plays into 
DODD's hands. DODD may use a plea of "tainted evidence" 

to protect himself from prosecution for violations he has 
committed. ANDERSON said DODD is trying to destroy the case 
against him by tainting the evidence. 
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Ail M H.'<' : " 
^ANDERSON said the Attorney General has in effect, 
whether he intended so or not, made a decision that it is 
worse to expose violations of law on the part of a United 
States Senator, than for a United States Senator to be 
prosecuted for violation of the law* 

ANDERSON commented that Mr. HOOVER, the Director 
of the FBI, is a strong man with a great public image* 
ANDERSON said he realizes that Mr. HOOVER received orders 
from the Attorney General to investigate the alleged theft, 
but he feels that Mr. HOOVER should have stood up and 
refused to obey the request. 

ANDERSON cited numerous instances where unauthorized 
documents had been used in exposing alleged wrongdoing, such 
as by Senator WILLIAMS in the Bobby Baker case, Senator 
MC CLELLAN in the "TEX" matter, and a number of other 
instances. He stated he knew of no investigation having 
been conducted with regard to any "theft of documents 11 in 
these instances.
